Columbus Day. 


Congress has changed the national 
public school celebration from Oct, 12, 
to Oct. 21, 1892. The change has been 
made on account of the variation be- 
tween the old and new style of reckon- 
ing time. 

For many centuries the Julian calen- 
dar was the accepted authority for all 
calculation1, although its inaccuracy 
was not unknown, In 1582 a reforma- 
tion took place. The Gregorian calen- 
dar was then introduced in Europe, and 
this calendar is now used by all civilized 
nations, with the exception of Russia, 
which still adheres to the Julian method 
of computing time. When this reforma- 
tion occurred it was found necessary to 
drop ten doys from the calendar, and 
Oct. 4, 1582, became Oct. 15, 1582. 
These dropped days were the accumula- 
tions of many centuries of erroneous 
reckoning. The Julian calendar as- 
sumed that a year contained 365 3-4 
days, and as this was 11 minutes and 
14 seconds too long the error amounted 
to 3 days every 400 years. The Grego- 
rian calendar corrected this defect by 
making every centurial year a common 
year unless divisible by 400, whereas 
by the Julian calendar every year (cen- 
turial year included) divisible by 4 was 
a leap year. Thus by the new style of 
computation the years 1500, 1700, and 
1800 were not leap years. 

As previously stated, the reformation 
took place in 1582, and ten days were 
suppressed. But as the digcovery of 
America was previous to the year 1500, 
which by the Gregorian calendar was 
cemmon, there are but nine days to 
omit. Consequently on Oct. 21, 1892, 
the sun will occupy the same relative 
position to the earth as on the 12th of 
October, 1492, when for the first time 
Columbus beheld these shores. 

The Gregorian calendar was not in- 
troduced into Great Britain until 1751, 
ignorance and prejudice defeating the 
change up to that time. Consequently 
it has been necessary to correct the 
dates of our American anniversaries 
which commemorate events previous to 
1751. Washington was born February 

11th, but by the ‘‘hew style’’ his birth- 
day falls on the 22d, and that is the day 
we celebrate. The anniversary of Fore- 
father’s Day and of the founding of the 
city of Boston are both observed on the 


corrected date. 

It only remains for Congress to 
change the date of the opening of the 
world’s fair to the 2lst te have it cor- 
rect so far as the day is Concerned, 
although actually a year’ behind the 
400th anniversary it is propese to cele- 
brate.

State Supervision. 


Aside from the public affairs in the 
line of politics, state and national, the 


farmers, says Dr. Hoskins in the Ver- 
mont Watchman, seems now to be the 
improvement of country highways. | 
As the weakest link is the measure of a 
chain’s strength, so the hardest spots 
in any road are practically the measure 
of usefulness for the whole road to 
those who must do business upon it. 
That bad roads are a heavy tax on the 
farmer is self-evident; but it is not so 
evident-how to remedy the acknowleged 
evil. 

The rural districts are not now and 
are not likely ever to be able wholly to 
remedy the evil; and more than that, 
they should not be expected to do so. 
As a rule, those hard spots, here and 
there, which limit the usefulness of the 
entire line of a highway, are hard spots 
simply because of the expense neces- | 
sary to make them easy—an expense 
that the towns cannot meet. Added | 
to this it must be said that it takes 
trained men to make good roads over 
hard places, Here we have, then, as 
the problem before us, how to raise the 
money, and how to have it wisely ex- 
pended, in order to have good roads the 
year around. Plainly this can only be 
effected by the state taking a leading | 
and controlling hand in the matter, 

Under state supervision and at the 
state’s expense, let the hard spots be 
made easy; and at the same time let the 
state engineer and his assistants teach 
the town officers how to make and main- 
tain the easier portions in the cheapest 
and mort effective manner. If some 
such plan as this should be begun, and 
properly carried out, we believe that 
the entire expense of keeping our roads 
in good condition throughout their 
whole extent would be less than under 
the absurd, unsystematic, unscientific 
and irresponsiblé ways of the past. 


Literary Notes. 


The Review of MTevews, always 
timely in the subject matter it pre- 
sents, is especially so in the July num- 
ber. Although the month covered by 
this issue expired less than five days 
after the Republican candidate for 
President was nominated, it contains 
perhaps the most complete and intelli- 
gent character sketch of Benjamin 
Harrison that has ever been written. 
In the text of the article appears a por- 
trait of President Harrison at his desk, 
taken on the 15th of June—four days 
after the Minneapolis Convention. ad- 
journed., 

In addition to this sketch of the 
nominee of the Republican Convention 
there are weviewed and discussed, in 
the department ‘The Progress of the 
World,” the work and proceedings of 
the Convention itself. With this ac- 
count are presented portraits of the 
most conspicuous figures in that great 
political assembly: Governor McKinley 
Chauncey M. Depew, Senator Wolcott, 
General John C. New, Ex-Senator 
Ingalls, Ex-Speaker Reed, and Mrs. J.

Want Faster Time. 

There is a general complaint among 
those who have occasion to ride on the 
electric cars, that they are running alto- 
gether too slow, especially in the after- 
noon, when the twenty minute time is in 
vogue.

Their idea 
was to put another turn-out near Don- 
ald’s ink factory, take off one car, and

New York, Jnly 18.—Following is the 
text of acircular sent to this city by the 
Amalgamated Association of Steel and 
Tron workers: 

To the ‘Trade Unions of the United States: 

We are constrained by the forte of cir- 
cumstances to lay before you a matter of 
vital importance; mot alone to us, but one 
which threatens, successful, to under- 
mine every trade organization in the 
United States, and reduce us to a system 
of serfdom which was the lot of our fore- 
fathers in the middle ages, We are en- 
gagedina fight to the death, not only 
with a many-time millionaire by the name 
of A. Carnegie, but also with those blood- 
thirsty thugs and _hirelings, namely 
the Pinkertons, who have invaded 
our peaceful homes and laid low a num- 
ber of our true-hearted trade unionists, 
made widows of their wives and orphans 
of their children, and they are left totally 
unprovided for. We have also a number 
of unskilled laborers, who barely earned 
an existence while they had employment, 
and now that that is denied them, they 
are in want. Therefore we appeal to our 
fellow unionists, in this, cur hour of need 
for assistance, knowing full well it wil 
not be denied us.

REPAIR) WORK DELAYED. 


Laborers Resolve Not to Work in the 
Homestead Plant, 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 18.==All was quiet 
here yesterday. The new--men are con- 
fidently expected before the formal open- 
ing of the works on Thursday, but the 
strike leaders do not believe any of them 
wiil be introduced until after it is seen 
how many applications for work have 
been made by the old men. A few of the 
old employes have already secretly inter- 
viewed the military about the protection 
which will be afforded to men going. to 
work. , 

A mass meeting was held at the rink 
yesterday, at which 400 men were present 
who represent the mechanical department 
and the day laborers. These men are not 
members of the Amalgamated _associa- 
tion, but they have been in sympathy with 
it. Some half-dozen speeches..were made 
as to the posters put up by Mr. Frick in- 
viting the old men back to work, and af- 
ter some consideration, the following were 
passed unanimousiy: 

Resolved, That we are in sympathy. with the 
Amalgamated association and pledge our- 
selves to stand with them to the end. 

Resolved, That we consider it an injustice to 
the mechanical and day laborers, and an in- 
sult to their manhood, to ask them to work 
under guard, as we believe in this land of the 
free all men should be free. 

This means that the repair work, which 
was to have been begun today, will not 
now be undertaken by the old men, who 
will not go back to work, and that new 
men will have to be brought in if the 
company proposes to open the works on 
Thursaay next, as all the furnaces are 
cold and much rebuilding will have to be 
done. 


How It Looks in Pittsburg. 

PITTSBURG, July 18.—Affairs in the 
Lawrence mill district, where the upper 
and lower Union mills are located, are 
assuming a serious aspect. All day and 
night the halls in the vicinity were 
thronged with workingmen discussing the 
situation. The skilled mechanics who 
struck Friday are urging the laborers to 
join the strike. The laborers are in sym- 
pathy with the movement, and many de- 
clared they would quit work. Even if 
they do not, they will be compelled to 
quit on Tuesday froin lack of material. A 
secret conference of Amalgamated work- 
men was held in Union hall, but efforts 
to learn the results were fruitless, The 
men assert that the mills will never be 
operated by non-union workmen. 


O'DONNELL. REAPPEARS . 


Belief That the Strike at Homestead 
Will Soon Be Settled. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 21.—Hugh O’Don- 
nell, chairman of the advisory committee, 
returned to Homestead at midnight last 
night. Hesaid he had been to New York 
in the interest of the strikers. The exact 
nature of his mission he was not at liberty 
to explain, but if -his efforts proved suo- 
cessful, and the chances were that they 
would be, a settlement of the strike will 
soon follow. 

While in New York he learned that a 
warrant, charging him with murder, had 
been sworn out and he made haste to re- 
turn. Hewentto Pittsburg this morn- 
ing and gave himself up. As soon as’ he 
obtains bail he will go to New York and 
complete the deal. 

The Carnegie armor plate shop is in full 
operation. 

To a committee of citizens who last 
night requested the removal of the 
troops, Governor Pattison said he would 
keep guards here and stay here himself 
all summer, if necessary to vindicate law 
and order, and if necessary would spend 
every dollar in the treasury and then 
mortgage the state to accomplish that 
end, 


Democratio Notification Ceremonies, 

NEW YORK, July 21.—Grover Cleveland 
nnd Adlai E. Stevenson have been offi- 
cially notified that they are the choice of 
the Democrats for the positions respec- 
tively of president.and vice president. 
The notification ceremonies took place

Wages Advanced. 

MAYNARD, Mass., July 16.—Notice was 
posted in the mills of the Assabet Manu- 
facturing company yesterday, notifying the 
operatives that on and after July 11 wages 
would be the same for fifty-eight hours as 
heretofore for sixty, and that piecework 
would be advanced 38 1-3 percent.

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WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN, 


Result of Observations by the New En- 
gland Meteorological Society. 


Boston, July 21.—Many correspondents 
report that the weather for the past week 
has been all that could be asked for. 
Except in the extreme eastern part of 
Maine the sunshine has been much above 
the normal. This, with the high tem- 
perature, bas pushed corn and tobacco 
forwa.d rapidly. 

Advantage has been taken of the almost 
perfect weather for curing hay, and very 
much bas been cutand housed in excellent 
condiiion since the last report. Hayingis 
now under way in all sections, and a good 
yield of grars of excellent quality is being 
generally cut. It is found to be light on 
old fields, but on new fields and good 
meadows there are very few reports of a 
poor crop, 

Oats are rusting slightly in the north- 
ern states, though no great damage is 
reported. Inthe south they stand well, 
but the heads are light. Corn is making 
a big growth in the central northern dis- 
tricts except on late fields. In the north 
the extreme wet weather of the last of 
June has injured potatoes and beans on 
low ground, Apples are falling off badly 
everywhere, and a poor crop is indicated. 
Pears and plums seem to be in good pros- 
pect. 

The Homestead table gives the fol- 
lowing average for the different states: 
New Hampshire, 85 per cent.; Vermont, 
50; Massachusetts, 74; Rhode Island, 75; 
Connecticut, 61. The above is on the 
basis of 100 per cent. for a full average 
crop, Windham county, Connecticut, 
sbows 20 per cent; while Fairfield county 
has 100. ‘The highest is 120 per cent., in 
Belknap county, New Hampshire. 


HARRITY THE MAN. 


Ex-Secretary Whitney Thinks That He 
Will Be Chosen Chairman, 


NEW York, July 16.—The Sun says that 
W. C, Whitney was asked yesterday if it 
was true, as reported, that Secretary of 
State W. F. Harrity of Pennsylvania had 
agreed to accept the chairmainship of the 
Democratic national committee. He said: 
“Mr. Harrity has not told me positively 
that he would accept the place if it was 
tendered to him by the committee, and I 
do not think he would make any public 
announcement that he will accept an 
Office before he is elected to that office. 
The announcement that he has made such 
asctatement, I think, does Mr. Harrity an 
injustice. I think Mr. Harrity will. be 
elected chairman when the committee 
meets in this city next week, and if his 
election was unanimous I believe he wiil 
accept.

HIS BRAIN PIERCED. 


Terry of Fall River Killed While 
Taking a Lesson in Fencing. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., July 19,—Dr. C, C. 
Terry died last night under exceptionally 
sad circumstances, Professor Castaldi of 
Newport was giving him his usual weekly 
lesson in fencing when Castaldi’s foil 
broke the mask ou Terry’s face and made 
a flesh wound near the nose. A new mask 
was procured, but the button on Castaldi’s 
weapon broke and before it was discov- 
ered the steel entered Terry’s right eye, 
and, penetrating the brain, Terry fell un- 
conscious, and six physicians were called. 

Dr. Terry lingered about three hours 
and died without recovering conscious- 
ness. Castaldi lost control of himself af- 
ter the accident and showed much emo- 
tion. No*‘blame is attached to him in 
the sad affair. Deceased was 55 years old, 
a graduate of Harvard medical school, and 
had been practising in this city thirty 
years, being known as one of the best 
surgeons in New England. 


THE WASON CASE,

Garland is Not Accused of the Crime 
and It is Left a Mystery. 


Hampton, N. H., July 15,—‘The jurors
